In fact, it was the Deputy Com- 
missioner himself who by his indiscrect conduct brought about the riot, and is 
therefore wholly responsible for it.

Who ever thought that the 
muitary should be employed and powder and shot consumed in collecting rents 
trom the weak and poor raiyats of Assam? Who ever knew that in collecting 
rents the authorities would be able to order raiyats to be killed? 

rom the beginning to the end, though it is not sure that the matter has 
ended yet, the affair has been a string of carcless acts on the part of the autho- 
nities. Indeed, all the papers published in connection with the riots point to 
this as the sole cause of the unfortunate occurrences. 

Assam has surely much improved in its economic condition since it has 
been brought under British rule, and no one questions the propriety of increas- 
uy rents in that province. But there ought to be a limit to its increase. The 
Assam Government, in its heedlessness, overlooked this point; the Government 
of India, too, in the first instance sanctioned the enhancements, and thus brought 
bout the catastrophe in which a number of raiyats lost their hves. The 
unhappy occurrences could have been avoided if the Assam Government had 
alter its first mistake waited for the orders of the Supreme Government on the 
ruyuts’ memorials, before proceeding to realise the enhanced rents. But the 
‘Assam Government did not wait. It committed mistake after mistake, as is 
‘lear from the reports of the Deputy Commissioners, though these documents 


lave been very guardedly written, so as to let the public know as little of the 
truth as possible. | 


The Assam land revenue affair. 
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1e Deputy Commissioner at first says that they assembled for the 
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In spite of the improvement in agriculture and commerce achieved by 
Assam under British rule, there are yet vast tracts of land lying waste which 
could be very profitably brought under cultivation. But rather than direct its 
attention to this source from which millions might be added to the revenue of 
the province, Government must oppress the holders of those lands which have 
been already brought under cultivation at great expenditure of labour and 
money. Those who cut down jungle and first brought land under cultivation 
certainly expect to enjoy the fruits of their labours. But Government’s present 
action is calculated to damage instead of improving the condition of these first 
labourers. 

The writer then gives the following account of how the riots were 
brought about:— eee oo 
The Assam Government. ordered an increase of 6 annas per bigha on all 
sorts of land, whethcr homesteads, rupit, rabi or any other, with this result, that 
there was ordered an increase of one hundred per cent. on certain lands. The 
weak Government of Lord Lansdowne sanctioned the enhancements without 
making any enquiry. Wails arose among the raiyats. The lifeless Assam 
raiyats, fearing that they were going to lose their all, shook off for once their 
torpor and commenced to hold meetings in order to represent their grievances 
to the authorities, to whom they sent telegram after telegram and petition after 
petition. Numberless petitions were first of all submitted to the Chief Commis. 
sioner. But that officer having refused to consider them, memorials were 
submitted to the Government of India. But these memorials, too, were not 
promptly replied to, The Assam Government did not wait for any reply, but_ 
made arrangements to forcibly realise rents at the abnormally enhanced rates. 
The raiyats’ things began to be distrained with the aid of the military police ; 
and attempts were made to break up the raiyats’ mectings, by sending those 
presgynt in them to jail. Respectable Goswamis were set to do work which 
should he done by beasts of burden, aud respectable people were employed as 
chaukidars, constables, paiks and peons. And when the raiyats assembled 
hefore the Deputy Commissioner to solicit the favour of a reduction in the rates 
of rent, they were fircd upon. Such was the oppression committed upon the 
raiyats. ‘The raiyats, however, though thus oppressed, did not, from first to_ 
last, utter one word, make one improper demand, or show the least sign of 
sedition, Throughout they only begged the authorities to reduce the abnor- 
mally high rates of rent. But no one listened to them; on the contrary, they 
were oppressed, and many of them were killed. The very report submitted by 
the Deputy Commissioner of Darrang shows that the raiyats were killed for no 
other fault. Tf Messrs. McCabe and Anderson had acted with more tact and 
caution, no blood would have been spilt; and this is borne out by the Deputy 
Commissioners’ reports themselves. Neither would the catastrophe have assumed 
a form so serious if the orders of the Government of India had been transmitted 
and promuleated in due time. The increase has now been reduced to 38 per 
cont., and this is something, though it might have been fixed somewhat lower. 
But this reduction should have been made before blood was spilt. | 
But the raiyats of Assam are now confronted by another difficulty. The 
proposed rule about the transfer of raiyats’ holdings will seriously interfere 
with thei rights. After the recent disturbances, Government cannot be too 
carefnl as to what it docs in Assam.

The aus kist is to be realised on the 20th September 
in the districts of Dacea and Faridpur, and onthe 20th November in the districts 
of Backergunge and Mymensing, while the aman and rabi kists are to be realised 
in all the four districts within the division on the 20th J anuary and the 20th 
March respectively. The revenue of the division is now paid in four kists 10 
June, September, January, and March, and Mr. Luttman-Johnson’s proposal to 
abolish the June kist, and to realise the revenue payable at the June and 
September kists In September, is very good. As crops sufficient to enable ralyats 

_ to pay their rent to zamindars do not grow in the month of June, the latter 
have now to borrow for the purpose of mecting the Government demand. S80 
the abolition of the June kist will be advantageous to them. But under the 
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sed arrangement they will have to pay in the March kist 1} lakhs of 
3 in ina ot what they now pay in that kist. This is, on the whole, 
unobjectionable. In the district of Barisal, the greater part of the revenue 
demand has been set down for the March kist, because the people of that 
district cannot sell their paddy before the month of Falgun, And considering 
that everywhere within the Dacca Division the greater part of the rent due from 
-yaiyats is collected in the month of Chaitra, the writer would have been glad 
‘¢ ‘Mr. Luttman-Johnson had reserved the realisation of the - greater part 
of the revenue for the March kist in all the four districts of the Division. 
The difficulty of realising reverue in the month of Pous led the authorities to 
change the dats of the Pous kist, in the district of Dacca, from the 28th Decem- 
ber to the 12th January. It would therefore have been well if Mr. Luttman- 
Johnson had proposed in regard to all the districts, except Barisal, the collection 
in the March kist of some of the revenue due in January. One result of this 
arrangement will be that the collection of Government revenue in the Dacca 
Division will be a little later than that in the other division. But then the 
deficiency in the amount collected may be made up from collections in Patna 
and other districts in Upper Bengal. In Upper Bengal, revenue can be easily 
realised between June and September from the sale of the rabi crops grown in 
the month of Chaitra, If this is done, the raiyats may be spared much in- 
convenience, It is therefore hoped that Government will, if possible, arrange 
for the collection of the greater part of the revenue in the March kist in East 
Bengal, and between June and September in Upper Bengal. ee

But do our officials respect justice? Do they follow the righteous : 


counsels of duty? Do they in doing their judicial work allow themselves to be 
guided by only such rules and regulations as are consonant to law? Are the 
not rather guilty of lawless and arbitrary conduct? We shall refer to a few 
cases, and show that the officials do not follow a policy of justice, but act in an 
extremely arbitrary manner. | 
_ Almost all European civilians, who are engaged in the administration of 
Justice, look down upon the natives of the country, and find fault even with 
their good acts. Why else should they consider it almosta duty to speak 
disparagingly of natives ? | 

While it isthe duty of an official not to make any invidious distinctions, 
almost al] the officers of Government in this country have taken the side of 
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the Musalmans, and are distrusting the Hindus. And to promote the interests 
of the former they are trying heart and soul to injure those of the latter. This 
has become a prominent feature of the present policy of the Indian administrg. 
tion, How shameful and what a matter for regret! 

The officials now-a-days possess no independence ; they simply carry out, 
orare made to carry out, the orders of Government. We are grieved to see 
that the sacred work of administering justice is not being therefore properly 
performed by them. The law now makes distinctions of creed and colour, and 
the ways of the officials are changed in a manner not scen before. | 
+ An official must not allow himself to get into a rage, for the man does not 
deserve to exercise power who, being vested with it by Providence, allows himself 
to be swayed by anger. An official should patiently listen to the statements of 
both the plaintiff and the defendant, and make a searching and impartial enqui 
into any matter which he may be called on to decide. A storm may shake a 
mountain to its foundations, but nothing ought to shake the solid equanimity of 
a Judge. But the case is otherwise with the Judges.at the present time. One 
man orders a man’s beard to be cut off, another harasses one party or another, 
a third loses his patience and gravity and in open Court indulges in peurile 

_ flippancy and witticism, and another, a Judge, takes a measure of his prestige 
and authority by picking a quarrel with the pleaders; while the defendant, 
though he may hail from Chittagong, and be, for the present, living in Chunam 

Gully, claims the benefit of the Ilbert Bill, and escapes conviction at the hands of 
the native Magistracy. The times are changed, and there can be no comparison 
between the present and the past. 

It behoves the officials to sympathise with the people. Until they do s0, 
they should never expcct to be regarded by the latter with respect, for respect 
is the price which they pay for their rulers’ sympathy. If you lack sympathy 
with me, how can I feel respect for you? The present officials do not love or 


x fo. get with the people, and the people on their part find it hard to show 
them proper respect. 
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The charge is occasionally brought against the natives that they are want: 
ing in on Sage: and the remark is made that if they had been loyal, they could 


never have shown such disrespect to the authorities. Those who say this are 
apparently of opinion that the sovereign and the officials belong to the same 
class. Lf the sovereign commits any oppression, we can loyally and respectfully 
send a memorial to him or her, and in his or her absence to his or her 
officials. | 
But so phd has their nature become, that even when we say what is 
good, they do not consider it good. In everything that is done by natives they 
are constantly on the look-out for faults. In season and out of season, and in 
newspapers openly conducted by Englishmen as well as in those conducted by 
the officials benami, most unjust abuse is heaped on the natives, who are, how- 
ever, noyer in the habit of attacking these officials in the newspapers. What the 
natives do is only to defend themselves. It is the officials who strike the first 
blow, whether in their own name or Jenam?, and the natives are left to make 
a defence, for if they did not do so, their conduct would be regarded as cowardly. 
Now, it is the desire of the officials that we should remain cowards. How can 
one feel respect for those who desire to keep others cowards for ever, and take 
credit to themselves in all matters? Hence it is that the natives find themselves 
obliged to do what seems best to them. And speaking the truth does inno way 
npair one’s loyalty to the Government. 

_ Now, who were at the bottom of the recent riots in Bengal, Bombay, and 
the North-Western Provinces? If one were to lay his hand on his heart and tell 
the truth, one must be obliged to say that it was the officials of Government 
who were the cause of those troubles. The great majority of-the officials are 
heef-eaters, while the Hindus worship the cow. It is therefore natural that the 
people who, like the European officials, eat beef should be regarded with favour. 
o et one Judges others by his own standard,” In all the cow-slaughter rots 
which lave occurred up to this time, it is the officials who have most improperly 
instiated the Musalmans, and thereby as it were poured clarified butter on 4 
blazing tire, And now when their measure of mischievous activity is full, they 
have arrived at the conclusion that the people of the country are conspirators, 
that the Hindus are holding seeret seditious mectings, and trying to bring about 
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a rebellion. Many natives have beeen placed in the same category with Russian 
Nihilists. And this has been done by no less a personage than the Licutenant- 
Governor of Bengal himself. ‘The suspicion which exists in His Honour “ 
mind has found expression in the Pioneer. Those that distrust the natives so 
much are not surely entitled to their resyect. And the official who would, by 
bringing such a false charge against one section of the community, steep it 11 
indelible disgrace is surely himself a disgrace to the empire, The Chief Com- 
missioner of Assam doubled the land revenue in Assam all at once and 
suddenly. ‘Che raiyat who used to pay one hundred rupees awoke on a fine 
morning and learnt that thenceforward he must pay twice the amount. Is this 
a proof of the ruler’s love for his subjects? It is only when the authorities make 
such arrangements as are suited to the condition of the people that they can be 
regarded as being and acting like their well-wishers. | F ailure of justice, 
oppression, bias, partiality, neglect of duty, and despotic proclivities—these 
have at present become, as it were, the ornaments of the officials. With what 
conscience, then, can we sing their praise ? All this makes one disposed to say that 
it has become necessary to introduce some system for reforming the officials, as 
a continuance of the present state of things for some time longer is extremely 
likely to convert India into a sporting ground for official caprice and wrong- 
doing.

It must be admitted that the measure, ag it 
stands, is free from many of those grossly objectionable provisions which formed 
part of the original draft and which were calculated to reduce self-government 
to a nullity. But it is nevertheless difficult to conclude from it that the 
municipal is the highest form of local self-government. Though ostensibly 
a measure of self-government, it is full of provisions implying odious servility. 
The Bill in its original objectionable form would have been passed into law 
last year if the Congress Committee in England had not drawn the Secretary 
of State’s attention to it. If, therefore, the Lieutenant-Governor had had his 
own way in the matter, local self-government in this country would by this 
time have been reduced to a nullity. Whatever good there is in the 
measure is due to the Congress Committee, while its, blemishes and imperfections 
are due to the Lieutenant-Governor. This being the case, Sir Charles Elliott 
does not deserve any thanks in connection with the measure. The measure 
now requires the sanction of the Viceroy, and His Excellency will be blamed by 
the public if he gives his sanction to it as a matter of course and without 
sending it back for the removal of its objectionable features. Lord North. 
brook, it should be remembered, rejected Sir George Campbell’s Municipal 
kill. The present measure can hardly be regarded as a measure of self- 
government, inasmuch as it provides at every turn for the supervision of muni- 
cipal affairs by an outside official agency. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Banerji propused to get the Divisional 
Commissioner's power to interfere with the municipal budget curtailed, and

though the public were unanimous in their approval of this proposal, the Lieu- 


tenant-Governor opposed it, for His Honour is not in the habit of showing any 
deference to the wishes of the public. As the result of the rejection of Surendra 
Babu’s proposal, the Municipal Commissioners will be often brought to a sorry 
plight. Suppose they recommend an increase of the salary of one of their 
old servants from Rs. 5 to Rs. 6 and the Divisional Commissioner rejects their 
recommendation. Would this be self-government at all worth having? _

impute motives to it. These men may have the welfare of their country at heart, 


hut the means which they adopt to secure that welfare are questionable in the 
extreme. They forget that no reform in the administration of this country is 
possible without aid from Government, and that constant attacks and accusations 
are not the likeliest means of inducing it to render that aid. Moreover, 
Government is not a child that it can be bullied by means of threats and 
accusations into making concessions to the people. Whenever Government 
errs, let its errors be pointed out in a becoming, and not in a carping or fault- 
finding spirit. A movement which aims at obtaining concessions from Gover- 
ment must, if it is to be successful, be supported by all classes of the people 
and not merely by middle and educated classes. And as the people, as a whole, 
believe in the Bos fire and bond-fides of Government, their sympathies are not 
likely to be won by misrepresenting Government’s acts and motives at every 
turn. Again, in bringing movements for reforms to a successful issue, it 1s 
also casential to enlist the aid of men like the Maharaja of Durbhanga and the 
Maharaja Jotindra Mohun Tagore. But these men now often keep themselves - 


- aloof from such movements, because they cannot approve of the tactics which are 


adopted in connection with them. It is the duty of the people to keep the power 
and prestige of Government intact, because they ought to know that, in spite of 
all its faults, it is the best Government that India has ever had. It occasionally 
errs, but it is never intentionally wrong. Its officers always try to do their duty 
to the best of their ability and have the good of the people at heart. As the 
people. expect justice at their hands, they too expect a just and fair treatment 
from the people.
